confine his efforts to those matters which, to use his term. 
have had the "organic consideration'' of the people for 
whom he ,is spokesman, and Avliich were made definite 
promises to the people in the contract he lias undertaken. 
He has no right, he assumes, to utilize the presidential 
authority to carry into effect the views of Woodrow Wil- 
..son, the man, to airy degree beyond instructions given him 
.by. the-people at the ballot box. His personal views and 
.his personal advice are freely available, but he conceives 
.it-to be his duty as president to keep them entirely apart 
; from his -official character. In that latter sphere" he re- 


gards himself as spokesman for the- people—not for 
•'Woodrow Wilson, and Woodrow Wilson's personal vie.ws 
must not be permitted to utilize official prerogative in 
order 4o enforce themselves upon governmental"matters. 


, Not all presidents of the United States have drawn 


.so.fine a distinction between public and private capacity, 
but the more one considers the position of the president 
in the matter the more admirable it appears. He told the. 
women frankly that he personally favored the creation 
of-the house committee, but that'he should regard it as 
nothing short of impertinence to inject his personal views 
into public affairs through official medium when the peo- 
ple.whom he represents had given him no authority what- 
ever for doing so. To the largest degree the president 
-is, demonstrating his realization of the IVt lhat public 
office is a public trust, and he is in Washington not as 
Woodrow Wilson, the man, but as Woodnvw Wilson, the 
president.
